THE Royal Borough's homelessness 
and housing support service for 
young people has been recognised for 
innovation and best practice. 

1 st Base@The Point works with other 
agencies to provide housing options, 
support and advice for 1 6 to 1 7 year 
olds and care leavers aged 1 8 to 20 at 
risk of homelessness. It was shortlisted 
out of 50 organisations in the capital 
and won second place in the Andy 
Ludlow Homelessness Award, set up 
in the name of a pioneering housing 
director after his tragic death at 51 . 
Presented by London Councils and 
Shelter, the award, honours agencies 
who improve services to homeless 
people or those at risk of homelessness, 
that help tackle disadvantage and who 
take a unique and innovative approach. 

1 st Base which is based at The Point, a 
multi agency centre in Woolwich, was 
highlighted for the innovative way 
it offers help and advice for young 
people as well as access to employment 
and training, health services, drug and 
alcohol support, positive activities and 
volunteering as well as preventing 
homelessness in 90 per cent of cases.

The Greenwich Starting 
Blocks Trust has supported 
young athletes by awarding 
bursaries to help them to 
train, travel, and compete 
here and abroad since it 
was launched in 2007. And 
the athletes gave heartfelt 
thanks. Gemma Gibbons said: 
"Thank you for everything 
you all have done for me. 


I really don't think I would 
be in this position without 
all the help I have received 
from Starting Blocks." 

Zoe Smith said getting 
funding for her first proper 
weightlifting boots was a 
great start. Andy Barrow 
said the support "makes 
a massive difference - the 
difference between being a 
good athlete and being an 
elite athlete." Jeffrey Lawal- 
Balogun, who missed out on 
the London Games because 
of injury, said that he was 
grateful that Starting Blocks 
has stuck by him. He is now 
working towards the indoor 
season and next year's World 
Championships. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, chair of the 
Trust and the leader of Royal 
Greenwich, said: "We want 
to continue this important 
work to support local young 
athletes as they prepare for 
their next challenges.

Park gets back to normal 


Handover to Royal Parks 
set for end of Novmeber 


GREENWICH Park will be handed 
back to the Royal Parks at the end 
of next month. 

Games organisers LOCOG say work is 
on target to restore the histopric park after 
this summer’s London 2012 Olympics and 
Paralympics and confirmed that it will be 
handed back at the end of November, as 
originally agreed. 

The park hosted equestrian and modern 
pentathlon events during the Games, 
and attracted 400,000 visitors - and 75 
competitive horses. 

Large areas have either been reseeded 
or is having new turf laid by the Royal 
Parks, while contractors are removing 
all the temporary arena structures using 
lifting gear and trucks. 

Jeremy Edwards, LOCOG’s venue 
manager for Greenwich Park, told GT: 
“Everything is on schedule. We began 
all this on April 2, and we are now in the 
last phase of our operation. What we said 
we were going to do has been done, and 
people are now using the park again. Our 
work is well on track, with everything 
happening as the way we planned it.” 

Derrick Spurr from the Royal Parks, 
who looks after reinstatement of sites 
used for the Games, said: “Seventy per 
cent of Greenwich Park is now back as it 
was before, and by June or July next year 
there will be no evidence that it has ever 
been any different. There was also a lot 
of very light pruning to the trees, and the 
trees have benefited.” 

Much of the sand that was used in the 
equestrian arena has been given to the 
new riding centre for disabled people at 
Charlton. And seven hand-carved, full-

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sized wooden sheep, which were used 
for the equestrian course’s second water 
jump, have been relocated to the park’s 
playground for children to play on. 

Families, walkers and dog owners have 
welcomed the park getting to normal. 
Pam McShee from Maze Hill exercises 
Tess, her five-year-old Springer Spaniel in 
the park every day. She said: “I was a bit 
concerned for the park at the beginning, 
but it’s all coming back together now. 
I’m proud that we held it here - there 
was a wonderful atmosphere, and the 
volunteers were great.” 

Enj oying a walk in the park were parents 
Lisa and Trevor from Nottingham, with 
their children Beth, eight, and Jack, 
three. “It’s our first visit to Greenwich, 
and it’s a lovely place,” said Lisa. “We’ve 
been to see all the sights in London, 
but we like it much better here because 
there’s so much to do. We’re also going 
to take the children on a Thames trip and 
on the cable car crossing.”

It was the first time I 
competed in a multi sport event and that 
in itself is something really special and 
something that a lot of people don't ever 
get to experience."

A HUNDRED local residents 
will start new jobs next 
month with the opening of 
the flagship Tesco store in 
Woolwich town centre.

Tesco’s regional corporate 
affairs manager, Matthew Magee, 
said: “We’re very proud to be 
working with Greenwich Local 
Labour and Business (GLLaB) 


to deliver 100 new jobs for long- 
term unemployed residents in 
the royal borough. These new 
jobs and the other roles in store 
will make a huge difference to 
hundreds of families across 
the area when we start serving 
customers in November.” 

When it opens the new store 
will generate up to 350 jobs, 
providing a major boost to the 
local economy. GLLaB is also 
helping Tesco recruit for other 
jobs with concession businesses 
that are going into the new store.

Deceased records online 


RESEARCHING your family history or 
people from the past will be easier as 
burial and cremation records in Royal 
Greenwich are now available online. 

The royal borough manages nearly 500,000 
burial and cremation records and they 
can all be searched online - from your 
own home. The borough has teamed up 
with specialist family history organisation 
Deceased Online and a range of records are 
now available at www.deceasedonline.com 
The borough manages five cemeteries and 
Eltham Crematorium is jointly managed 


with Dartford and Bexley. Records are 
held including digital scans of burial and 
cremation registers, computerised records 
of burials and cremations (where registers 
are not available), details of those buried 
in each grave, cemetery maps indicating 
the area for each grave location and some 
photographs of memorials and headstones. 
You can search the website at home, or visit 
a local library or The Woolwich Centre to 
use the internet.

£1 50 fine for dogs off lead 


ROYAL Borough enforcement officers 
and the police's Abbey Wood Safer 
Neighbourhood Team (SNT) have been 
working together to challenge a number 
of dog owners in Abbey Wood whose 
behaviour has caused distress to local 
residents. It culminated with the conviction 
of Abbey Wood resident, Gavin Young, 
on six offences under Dog Control Order 
legislation. When fixed penalty notices 
remained unpaid the royal borough used 
its power to prosecute for the offences. Mr 


Young pleaded guilty to four offences of 
having dogs off the lead and two offences 
of failing to pick up dog faeces. Bexley 
Magistrates fined him £1 50 and ordered 
him to contribute £150 towards costs and 
to pay a £1 5 victim surcharge. Cllr Maureen 
O'Mara, royal borough cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, said: 
"We are committed to ensuring that those 
allowing dogs to cause distress to residents 
through irresponsible behaviour will not be 
permitted to get away with it."

Primary actors take Greenwich Theatre by storm 



NINE and 10-year-old 
thespians from a Royal 
Greenwich primary school 
brought the house down 
during a week of Shakespeare 
performances at Greenwich 
Theatre. 

The cast from Morden Mount 
primary school in Greenwich 
wowed a packed audience with 
their adaptation of Macbeth 
on Thursday, October 18. 

Any nervousness among 
parents, teachers and friends 
was soon dispelled by a 
performance full of energy, 
flair and confidence from the 
entire cast. Arese Joe Oshodi 
made an excellent Macbeth, 
Ulku Serhos a superb Lady 
Macbeth - you wouldn’t cross 
her in the playground! - and 
Terry Hamston a star in the 
making as one of the three 
witches. 

Teachers Mark Shenton 
and Lesley Chapman did 
the directing and included 
the great idea of a mini- 
introduction to each scene. 
The music too, especially the 
drumming, was spot on. 

Mark told GT: “We rehearsed 
for about six weeks after 
studying it this term in 
literacy, and I think the 
children, who are in Years 5 
and 6, have gained a fantastic 
understanding of the story. 

“One of the mums wants 
to get her daughter into 
drama school after seeing 
the performance, so it’s all 
very positive. To be honest, I 


don’t think the parents could 
believe how good it was.” 

The school joined the festival 
with A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream at the Broadway 
Theatre in Catford last year. “It 
was such a fantastic experience 
that we signed up for it again 
at Greenwich,” said Mark. “We 
added the narration to make it 


a bit simpler. They watched the 
other plays but didn’t really 
understand much of them. 

“The Shakespeare Schools 
Festival offers two workshops 
and it shows how to get children 
acting and engaged with 
Shakespeare. It’s been great 
for our personal development 
as well as the children’s.” 


And young Terry’s 
performance? “The play has 
really brought him out of 
himself. He looks a real talent. 
Some of the other children 
have special education needs 
so we’re really proud of all of 
them. It has been a great boost 
academically as well. They 
have all grown in confidence.” 

Ulku told GT: “It was so great 
to work as a team and amazing 
when we were on stage and 
could see our parents in the 
audience. I dreamt of acting in 
a theatre and my dream, came 
true.” 

Arese said: “I loved it that the 
secondary schools were so good 
to us. I think the acting was 
better than last year. Acting will 
only be a hobby for me. I want 
to be a mechanical engineer.” 

Terry added: “I enjoyed the 
audience clapping us. The 
atmosphere in the theatre was 
great and acting is real fun. 
It’s made me more confident. I 
want to be a dancer when I’m 
older.”

GREENWICH Theatre executive director James 
Haddrell was amazed by the standards at the 
Shakespeare Schools Festival - both on and 
off stage. 

"The festival is always an inspiring event - to 
see primary and secondary school pupils 
both performing on the same stage, to see 
children and young people so enthused by 
Shakespeare and performing it with such a 
great understanding of the material that they 
put some professional actors to shame - and 
to see students and pupils taking over the 
technical running of the shows and acting 
with such professionalism is a genuinely 
exciting thing. It often reminds us why we fell 
in love with theatre when we were young and 
wanted to work in this industry." 

Giving his own reviews James said: 

"St Joseph's presented a phenomenal take on 
Julius Caesar, with incredible power, tension, 
energy and commitment that could give an 
adult cast a run for their money. They knew it 
inside out, they had such a great grasp of the 
language and it was powerful beyond their 
Year 6 years. 

"Charlton Park really shone with a version 
of The Taming of the Shrew and The Tamer 
Tamed, done as a call and response piece with 
plenty of audience participation, singing and 
jokes, interspersed with very atmospheric, 
beautiful bell-ringing. It was funny and warm 
and really delightful, all led by a student 
called PJ, a born clown with lots of quick 
one-liners up his sleeve. Plumcroft Primary 
came up with a great Tempest, with clever 
ensemble work and staging, and unexpected 
but very effective comedy moments." 

Jon Armstrong, technical project manager 
for the festival, gave his own reviews of the 
shows: 

The Tempest - Plumcroft Primary: "A spirited 
production, with innovative staging and some 
beautiful choreography. The children were 
gifted actors and singers, with a great grasp of 
the text, and you really believed in everything 
they said." 

Eltham Hill - A Midsummer Night's Dream: 

"A vibrant, magical and funny production. 

The cast and director dealt effectively with 
the play's many settings, and the whole cast 
worked wonderfully as an ensemble.

Join ball squad for world’s top tennis players 


YOUNG people in the royal borough are 
being served a unique offer by tennis 
scouts who deal with the world’s top 
players. 

The annual Barclays ATP World Tour 
Finals take place at The 02 next month 
and organisers are already searching for 
next year’s squad of ball boys and girls. 

Young people are invited to try out for 
the team that will service the world’s top 
tennis players such as Novak Djokovic, 
Rafael Nadal, Andy Murray and Roger

The search was announced last Friday

T HE latest statistics show 
that crime in the Royal 
Borough continues to fall. 

Records show that knife crime is 
down by 37.8% with 88 fewer crimes than 
the previous year (233 offences in Apr- 
Sept 2011- 145 offences Apr-Sept 2012). 
Gun crime is also down by 51.1% with 24 
fewer offences (47 offences in Apr-Sept 
2011-23 offences in Apr- Sept 2012). 

The dedicated Violent and Organised 
Crime Unit (VOCU), set up in 2008 with 
funding from the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has had a successful year 
in targeting those involved in youth 
violence and knife crime. Serious youth 
violence is down by 52.7% with 58 fewer 
crimes reported in 2012 (110 offences in 
Apr-Sept 2011 - 52 offences in Apr-Sept 
2012). 

So far this year, the VOCU has recovered 
£8,000 from proceeds of crime and a 
large amount of class A and B drugs 
amounting to a total street value of 
£700,000. 

The unit has arrested a total of 104 
people in 2012, with 46 suspects charged 
and currently going through the justice 
system. 

A number of VOCU-led covert and overt 
operations have taken place since the 
start of 2012, targeting those responsible 
for drug dealing and violence. Drug 
dealers are being arrested on a regular 
basis by plain clothes officers who are 
targeting drug hot-spots across the 
borough. 

Chf Supt Wood said; “Some drug dealers 
are extremely young, ranging from 14 
to 17 years of age. These young men are 
carrying out drug deals in exchange of 
a pair of new shoes or a new top. Our 
officers are working to catch them but 
also to divert them from drug dealing. 

We have a number of options available to 
us to protect those who are willing to get 
out of crime and start again. We are in 
the process of organising talks in schools 
across the borough aimed at pupils but 
also at their parents to ensure that we do 
all that we can to prevent young people 
from getting involved in drugs”. 

Other statistics show that: 

Residential burglary is down by 5.1% 
with 40 fewer burglaries compared with 
the same period the previous year (788 
offences in Apr-Sept 2011 - 748 offences 
in Apr-Sept 2012). A number of burglars 
have recently been caught red handed 
after the public rang 999 to report 
suspects trying to access properties. 
Police have also recorded a number of 
cars driven away from their owner’s 
driveway, after keys left in close 
proximity of front doors were ‘fished’ 
through properties letterboxes. 

Theft of motor vehicle, however, is down 
by 19.8% with 78 fewer crimes this year 
(393 offences Apr-Sept 2011 - 315 offences 
Apr-Sept 2012) whilst theft from motor 
vehicle, is down by 21.1%; 230 fewer

crimes than the previous year (1089 
offences Apr - Sept 2011 - 859 offences Apr 
- Sept 2012). 

Chf Supt Wood stressed: “Please help us 
by locking your vehicle at all times and 
putting your car keys somewhere safe 
and away from your main door. We also 
advise not to leave valuables on display. 
Opportunist thieves will break a car’s 
window for the sake of a few CDs and a 
coat left on display.” 

Robbery is down by 33.3% with 141 fewer 
offences than the previous year (424 
offences Apr-Sept 2011 - 283 offences Apr- 
Sept 2012). 

Domestic offences are up by 7.3% with 
67 extra incidents recorded (923 offences 
Apr-Sept 2011 - 990 offences Apr- Sept 
2012). Homophobic offences are down 
by 20% with 4 fewer offences in 2012 (20 
offences Apr-Sept 2011 - 16 offences Apr- 
Sept 2012). 

Detectives, specialised in hate and 
homophobic crime, have been working 
with Stop Hate UK to increase the 
number of those reporting hate and 
homophobic crime to police. Specialist 
LGBT officers have also set up police 
surgeries in Greenwich town centre, 
Eltham Library and Woolwich Library 
to help report hate crime and encourage 
victims to talk to LGBT officers. 

Fraud and forgery offences have seen 
an increase of 1.7% with an extra 10 
offences recorded in 2012 (605 offences 
Apr-Sept 2011 - 615 offences Apr-Sept 
2012). 

Police in Greenwich have recorded 
a number of frauds involving bogus 
builders, bogus callers and bank card 
scams. 

The royal borough’s police chief said: 

“We have dedicated a significant 
amount of time and resources in the 
investigation of various types of scams 
where victims have been conned and 
have lost a significant amount of money. 
Everyone can help us to beat scams; If a 


builder knocks on your door to tell you 
that your roof, house or any part of your 
property needs work done immediately, 
please close the door and do not pay any 
money. If you are concerned about the 
state of your property speak to family 
and friends first or contact a local builder 
for a quote. 

He added: “If a person claiming to call 
from the bank asks you to provide your 
card, security pins or money, do not give 
away anything. Visit your bank branch 
to verify what you have been asked to do 
- banks do not contact customers to ask 
for cards, security pins or money”. 
Officers from the burglary squad in 
Greenwich have recently recovered £8,000 
after an elderly victim was approached 
by a bogus builder who claimed that the 
victim’s property needed thousands of 
pounds of building work. However, the 
victim contacted police officers. After the 
suspect agreed a time to collect a further 
instalment for bogus building work, 
detectives from Greenwich attended the 
appointment and arrested the suspect. 

He is now serving 16 months for fraud by 
misrepresentation. The victim received 
his money back. 

Councillor Maureen O’Mara, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
safety and environment said: “These are 
very pleasing figures which demonstrate 
that the integrated joint work between 
the royal borough and local police is 
having the desired affect of reducing 
most categories of crime. This success is 
down to the strength of the partnership 
between the council, the local police and 
the public and our mutual commitment to 
bringing crime down.”

HE isn't another manufactured pop act that's 
been churned out by the latest tired talent 
show. 

At least that was the message from Jamie 
Paris in the title of his new EP, Production Line. 
The Charlton man's six-track record is a blend 
of soft rock, pop and folk sounds. 

The opener, and title track, is an up-tempo 
folksy tune with sounds from a fiddle, guitar 
and drums. Jamie's cheeky Cockney twang 
is distinctive and he talks about how people 
shouldn't follow the crowd - "don't follow the 
leader" is a recurring lyric and hammers the 
message through loud and clear. 

'Mr Shaker' has a grungier sound, with a 
decent guitar solo towards the end. 'Out of my 
Head' has to be the most annoying track on the 
EP with its repetitive "Na na na nas". Designed 
as a catchy hook, the phrase actually got very 
tedious. And "I'm gonna break free and get out 
of my head", was a lyric that you didn't know 
whether to take literally or metaphorically. 

'Lockdown' was a mid tempo track, and like 
much of the EP, quite middle of the road. Its 
lyrics continued the theme of rebellion against 
the masses, as did 'Phony' and 'Euphoria'. 

Jamie previously played in a covers band on a 
weekly basis and has been writing songs since 
he was a child, and there's no denying he's 
passionate about his music. 

Though trying to be original in its concept 
and pleasant enough to listen to, Jamie's EP 
is just too staid and unremarkable. It aims 
to criticise the music industry while also 
succumbing to it by making references to 
some of the world's most prolific pop acts like 
Lady Gaga and the Black Eyed Peas. He's got 
potential but has to up his game and make his 
music more distinctive and unique.

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# SOME guys have all the 
luck. But sometimes all 
that luck can be unlucky.

The motor mechanic in 1930s America 
soon discovers it’s not all it’s cracked 
up to be - and promptly cracks up.

And there has been good news for the 
theatre company, but not down to luck 
as much as dedication and hard work.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website:
